After these twenty lots are 
sold the price will again be placed 
at $20.00 a lot. 

It may be be^t tn state here, so 
that all may clearly understand, that 
this enterprisa is not a money mak- 
ing scheme for any per-<in or persons 
All tlie money made by lot >ale or by 
personal sub>eripiion or by gift is to 
be placed in a fand which shall be 
used solely for the purpose of beauti- 
fying and keeping in order the 
cemetery. 

In order to augment this fund, it 
has been deemed best that all the 
present lot owners sliould j>ay into 
the treasury of this Association the 
sum of #3.00 per annum for the pur- 
pose* stated altovi'. The ci'Mitiiittc 
rci|ucsts all present lot owners to 
send this sum of money to Miss Nell 
Walker at once and she will receipt 
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Fiscal* Year ending May, 20 1907.
